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The Drink Evil in Scotland. 



At a rocent meeting of the Edin- 
burgh Presbytery, a Coiumitteo ra- 
portotl strongly on tho evils of inteui- 
uerauce in Scotland, the paper pre- 
senting somo startling statistics. After 
jtating that thanks were due to tho 
societies of abstainers for what they 
had done, tho eomtnittco wont on to 
say that they could not express their 
conviction too decidedly that tho most 
effective remedies muat bo applied 
whero tho main rooti of tho orb might 
bo found— viz., in the houses of tho 
poople. The cause of intemperance 
was not no much in the oxtetual tempt- 
ation as in the want of moral power to 
reaiat it, and tho most permanent cure, 
therefore, must consist in the cultiva- 
tion of thii power of resistance. This 
ought to begin with proper parental 
discipline. They recommend the 
Presbytery to press on ministers the 
need of dealing faithfully with their 
congregation and their parishioners in 
this respect, both in their proachiug 
and in visitation. All teuohera of the 
young should be careful to give such 
moral instruction to those under their 
charge. Prom tho fact that the pre- 
valence of intemperance was found to 
be in the iiiverso ratio of education 
and intelligence, tho committee were 
hopeful that the extension of educa- 
tion under tho operation of the com- 
pulsory clause would have a salutary 
influenco in improving tho general 
tone and habits of lower grades of^tho 
people. Tho tendency to frequout 
public houses was no doubt not a little 
in many cases to the unsatisfactory ar- 
rangements at homo. Jlauy women 
wore ignorant of the very simplest 
rules of domestic economy. If, con- 
sequently, the houso was untidy, the 
fool ill cooked and served with no at- 
tempt at nicety, tho natural result was 
apt to bo domestic bickering and a 
craving for something which could not 
bo got at homo. The committee were 
strongly of opinion that special ar- 
rangements ought to bo made for in- 
struction in all parts of tho houso 
management. The movement for the 
institution of schools of cookery was a 
step in the right direction. Much 
more, however, was needed. Many 
women began house-keeping with 
scarcely any knowledge whatever of 
domestic economy, and too often the 
time which ought to bo spent in keep- 
ing things in such order that tho hus- 
band would find uo place so bright as 
his own fireside, and no table *o at- 
tractive as his own, was wasted in 
reading trashy journals, or perhaps 
in tho gossip and tippling of a stair- 
head club. Tho Church ought to re- 
cognize the need of occasional recrea- 
tion, and the Church ought to say 
frankly, "We know it, and think you 
need it," and should see that such re- 
creation was provided as should give 
pleasuro without any show of sin or 
residuum of pain. At present tho only 
standing recreations wore in the theatre 
and public-house. Now, whatever 
might ho said of tho theatre in tho ab- 
stract, or of tho exemplary way in 
which particular houses wore conduct- 
ed, it could not bo denied that thoatre- 
going was associated with a terrible 
amount of peril, especially to tho 
young; and though ft public-house in 
theory might bo a most unexception- 
able place, and in many cases might 
bo conducted in tho most regular man- 
ner possible, no really thoughtful or 
earnest man would soriously recom- 
mend much frequenting of tho public- 
bouse. It was not enough, however, 
to say you ought not to go to this 
place or that; tho Church was culpable 
if it did not take steps either to purify 
and olevalo tho tone of the existing 
iuatitutions, or provide something 
better. The committee recommended 
that tomperanco associations should 
bo forniod in connection with evory 
church and parish, largo associations 
or companies should bo formed for tho 
purposo of instituting workmen's clubs 
aud "cafos" in populous localities. 
Such "cafes," in which all kinds of 
pleasant and harmless attractions 
should bo provided, ought to bo or- 
ganized on strictly commercial princi- 
ples, with a viow to paying a reason- 
able dividend, and providing enter- 
tainments of tho best cpiality at tho 
choapest into.

" THE MAN WITH A GRIEVANCE. 

Wo printed tbe other day an amusing 
description of a r;ico of men iu Now Guin. 
ex with tails. The possession of those 
caudal apponunges is snid to afford the 
owners so much discomfort that they 
cannot sit down without Brit making a hole 
in the ground into which to stick thoir 
tails. Thoro is in this City a locnl politi- 
cian who bus instead of a tail a grievance; 
but wo daro say that no New Ouinoau 
Butfers ruoro from tho possession of a nar- 
rative than does our friend from tho poss- 
ession of a grievance, Tho afflicted per- 
son's name ia Buavon; and in season and 
out of soason ho whisks his gviuvanco, 
couched in atrocious grammar, in tho face 
of this commuuity through tho medium 
of u Press. Briefly stated Ins grievance is 
that books ouoelso has "got bisplace," and 
bo is bound to make that place hot for tho 
man who holds it until he shall be glad to 
relinquish it. Therefore wo hear of u 
series of potty annoyances organized with 
tspocial reference to making tho place warm 
and causing his successor to hop like 
unto tho lively pea on a hot stovelid. 
Sometime ago anothor man with a griev- 
ance came to Victoria. His name is 
McConuoll ami ho dwells at Okanagan, 
whoro men are said to "hibernate" iu the 
dopthsof summer. Now tho Okanagan 
dweller's grievance was allied with that 
of the Victoria politician's grievance, but 
instead of another man wanting to get 
into Met'ouueH's place AleOonuell wanted 
to get into another man's, [a short, he 
wished to pro-impt an Indian resorvo; 
and tho local magistrate would not let 
him. Ho journeyed across to Mr. \ or- 
nou's, tho Government agent, and lie was 
just as determined as the Magistrate that 
the Indiana' laud should not bo taken 
from them. So Mr. MeUonnoll journey- 
ed to Victoria and hero he met Mr. Hea- 
ven; and these two worthies put their 
grievances together and made common 
cause against the Child' Commissioner, 
who, by the way, is "the very man who 
has Mr. Beaven's "place." Together they 
visitod the Land Office where Mr. Boa- 
veu aired his new-found friend's 
grievauco; but all the satisfaction 
ho got was that the reserve could 
not be interfered with. Then tho griev- 
ance-laden gentlemen wont away and Mr. 
Beaven wrote a very insolent letter, couch- 
ed iu very bad English, and sent it to the 
Chief Commissioner; which the latter 
pigeouholed and abided results. Mr. Me 
Connoll carried his grievance back to 
Okanagon, where he nurses it now. Well, 
the other day Mr. Beaven wanted some 
information at the Land Office and he 
wont over there and began to forage for 
information in the letter-press book. Tho 
Chijf Commissioner sent ono of tho gen- 
tlemen to inform Mr. Beaven that if he 
wished for any information on any sub- 
joot connected with the Lands and Works 
ho should apply to him in person. Mr. 
Boavon thereupon dropped the letter- 
book and applied in person, when he was 
politely informed by tbe Chief Commis- 
sioner that until he apologized for his 
insolence at the time he Cf.mo with the 
other grievance-hunter, and also for hav- 
ing written a saucy letter, he could not be 
allowed access to any of tho papers con- 
nected with the oinVe. Thereupon the 
Victoria man with a grievauco got angry 
and went off and penned another impu- 
dent epistle iu which ho gave Mr. Vernon 
till "ten o'clock a.m. on Monday" to re- 
ply to his queries, or . Tho Chief 

Commissioner trembled ovoi the alterna- 
tive for three long days aad then replied 
as follows: 

Lands & Works Department, 
January 29, 1877. 
Kin, -I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication of the 
26th inst , aud in reply have to inform 
you that tho contents are duly noted. 
I havo, *o., 

F. Oko. Vernon, 

C. C. L. A- W. 
This roply, along with tho letters of tho 
aggrieved", havo appeared in print, and 
the popular verdict is that of tho 
jury over tbe body of a man who looked 
down the barrel of a shotgun to see if it 
was loaded — "Served him right!" Mr. 
Boaven's reign at the hands and Works 
was far from being distinguished by gen- 
tlemanly courtesy or hearing towards 
visitors. On the contrary, all who had 
business with him will say that bo was 
one the most com pie to official bullies that 
ever occupied a public position in this 
Province. lie is tho first person in the 
Province to accuse tbe present Chief Com- 
missioner of discourtesy. Tho public 
want a more reliable witness on this point 
than Mr. Beaven, who is so blinded by 
his grievance that ho cannot himself act 
with gentlemanly consideration or sup- 
press his ill-naturo when he approaches 
.within a rod of the man who has "got 
his place." 

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF 
THE CITY. 

We publish elsewhere in this issuo tho 
report of tho Committee appointed to ex- 
ninine into the financial condition of the 
City. The Committee appear to havo ap- 
proached their task with intelligence and 
vigor, and to have "rested not" until thoy 
completed it. The suspensw account 
which stood against tho Clerk's name has 
been satisfactorily accounted for and tho 
Committee are well satisfied with tho ex- 
planations and their researches, Tho Com- 
mittte further report t hat the vouchers for 
§800 GO expended by the ex-Mayor for 
sanitary purposes have been handed to 
them, aud while expressing their satisfac- 
tion "think there was irregularity in tho 
way in whioh tho payments were made." 
This was the sum of our accusation 
against him on this head. Unquestion- 
ably, no payments should bo made with- 
out" vouchers, nor should tho Mayor have 
power to draw checks even in cases of 
emergency, without putting thorn through 
tho customary routine. As far as regards 
this item of 8800 02 we feel bound to say 
that Mr. Drummond didn otmisappropri- 
jttu the amount. Doubthus i' wiw appli- 



ed to sanitary purposes; but, it should not 
havo boon paid away without tho vouch- 
ers, for surely the Civic credit will last 
while a bill is being made out. Some ex- 
cellent suggestions are inado us to tho 
city real estate, the bank deposit of 
monios, the monthly presentation of bills, 
and tho collection of arrears of taxes, 
which tho Council promiso to act upon on 
Monday uoxt. Tho liabilities of tho City 
are stated at $10,911. Tho estimated re- 
venue at 858,97'.), and the estimated ex- 
penditure at $53,459, leaving a balance of 
$5,520 to the good. This ia gratifying; 
and whilst thoro is no immediate prospect 
of a reduction iu tho rato of Civic taxa- 
tion it is gratifying to know that with tho 
exeroiso of economy and thrift (ho back 
indebtedness of the Corporation will be 
discharged during tho present fiscal year 
and that a roductiou will bo possible 
next year.

Hoport of City Finance Committee. 

We tho undersigned members of tlio 
Finance Ooniuiittee, beg to submit the 
following Report:— 

I. Suspense acoouut, §199.92. This 
account baa stood on tlio books of the 
Corporation sinco February 1874, mid i.s 
claimed by the Clerk us compensation for 
work done for the British Colonial Gov- 
ernment, under tho authority of tho Coun- 
cil, as per resolution of Jau, 9th, 1800, 
and on the 27th of March of the sumo 
year tlio Clerk's nccouut for the above was 
handed into tho Council; the Committee 
would roconiinond that the dork bo re- 
quested to baud in his account for tho 
above claim again for Iho consideration of 
tlio Council, and if passed will clear thut 
item off the book-;. 

'2. 8877.50. Moiety of Indian liquor 
fines belongs to the Iriboa of Iudians in 
connection with which the offence was 
committed and is bold in trust by Her 
Majesty; this money has up to tho present 
time been held by tlio Clerk aa ho liad no 
directions to what account t> place it; in 
accordance with tho directions of the Fi- 
nance (Jomiai' ! Oti this amount is now de- 
posited in the Savings Bank to tho credit 
of tlio moiety ot Lndiun liquor tines ac- 
count. 

Item, $3U5. 1-4. Balance of fines and 
fees of this amount tho Clerk hai since 
paid §150 to Treasurer, leaving a balance 
in tho Clerk's hands of §215.11, which ho 
will settle when lie has adjusted his ac- 
counts with the Superintendent of tho 
Jail. 

The whole of the lines and fees for De- 
cember have been paid by tlu Cloik to 
tho Treasurer. 

Your Committee would recommend that 
Oie moiety of Indian liquor tin s held in 
trust for the Indians be deposited weekly 
by tlio Clerk in tho Savings Hank to cre- 
dit of that account; tho other moiety be 
longs to tho City in accordance with an 
arrangement with the Police.and tho Clerk 
has handed to tho Treasurer 8125 on this 
account. 

4. Town Lots 1219 and 1250. These 
oost the City about §5000 in September, 
1874, since whioh time tho City has been 
{laying interest on overdraft at the rate of 
x'2 per cent, per annum, at which rate tho 
interest on those lots to tho oud of Dec- 
ember 1870, would amount to S1350 and 
at present rate of interest, viz., 10 per 
cant., they arc costing the City $500 per 
annum; your Committee would therefore 
recommend that the Council take into 
consideration whether it bo desirable to 
retain these two lots. 

5. Tho City also owns property at Spring 
Bidtfe* on which is a building specially 
adapted for a hospital. Your Committee 
would therefore recommend that this be 
utilized instead of paying rental for other 
buildings for that purpose. 

13. The Committee thought it advisable 
to pay the notes to Sir M. li. I5egbio and 
J. Spratt, thus saving 2 per cent, per mi- 
lium interest. 

7. Of tho amount of arrears of t.txos, 
81-1,7% on tho 30th November, abont one- 
half was collected in December, leaving 
an amount of $8,100 still in arrears, of 
which sum about §-1,800 can be collected 
this year, and your Committee would re- 
commend that tho Council take into con- 
sideration the best way of dealing with 
tho remainder. 

8. Victoria WattJr Works. Item doubt- 
ful assot.s, §1078. We think that this 
amount should bo debited to tho Witter 
Works. 

9. Your Committee would recommend 
that the Firo and Fire Insurance Kate 
which is collected by the City but belongs 
to the Victoria Firo Department, should 
be deposited to a separato account in the 
Hank, and not mixed with Corporation 
funds. 

10. Ross Bay Cemetery, $160. The 
Committee have made application for re 
ductlOU of the hies in eases where bodies 
are buried at City expense, and are await- 
ing a reply. 

II. We can get no evidenco relating to 
the claim of A. W. Davcy. 

12, The claim of Hoborttj >n & Johnson 
his been placed m the hands of A. E. B. 
Davie, to be taxed and tho Committee re- 
commend that it. be paid. 

13. Wo are happy to stale that ex- 
Mayor J. S. Drummond his handed in 
Bomo vouchers relating to the expendi- 
tures of tho §800 02 on account of the! 
Board of Health which vouchors amount 
to^lUS GO. lie has also handed in his 
private memoranda which shows an ex- 
penditure amounting to within one dollar 
of the $8110 02 many of such payments be- 
ing in small sums for which he received 
no vouchers. Wo considi r that this 
amount has been satisfact >iily accounted 
for although wo think that there has been 
some irregularity in the way in whioh the 
payments have been made. 

Your Comnnlteo recommend that all 
bills against thn Corporation should bo 
Bent in monthly and brought beforo tin 
Council at tho first meeting in each 
month. 

H. Accompanying th is report aro es- 
timates of tho probable revenue and ac- 
tual current oxponditura for the year; 
also statement of liabilities on Dec. '31st, 
1870. 

From the estimated rovonuo about 10 
per cent, must be deducted for arrears 
that will bo outstanding at the end of tho 
year, but tho rovonuo will bo augmented 
by the amount handed over from tho Wa- 
ter Works. After deducting running ex- 
penses and repairs, tho oxcoss of revenue 
over expenditure will be tho amount 
available for tdroet repairs and purposoa 
that tho Council may deem lit.

Provincial Imports. 

Wo have been favored by the Customs 
authorities with a peep into tho returns of 
imports for the year 1876, and forthoeor- 
rospouding period of 1875. From these 
returns wo learn that for the your ending 
30th Juno, 1875, the value of dutiable 
goods entered was 81,977,112; of free 
goods, 8560,440— total imports, §2,513, • 
55'2;and that the amount of duties collect- 
ed was 8413,991.50. For tho year ending 
30th Juno, INTO, tho value of dutiable 
goods entered was 32,289,571, and of free 
goods, 8708,026— total imports, 82,997,- 
5'J7, on which there were paid duties 
amounting to 8488,384.52. These figures 
develop a very large increase in the trade 
of tho Province during 1876— the value of 
the imports of that year over 1875 being 
8454,000, aud the duties collected being 
upwards of 875,000 in excess of those col 
looted in 1875. The imports during the 
hist half-year show an astonshing and al- 
most unaccountable fulling oil' as compar- 
ed with those of the last half of 1875. Tho 
figures are: Imports for half-vojr ending 
Deo., 1875, 81,518,349; duly, 8248,605. 
For tho half-year ending Doe., 1870, the 
total imports were §1,046,166; duty,8211,- 
154. A falling off of nearly half-a-million 
dollars in six months is, indeed, a serious 
matter, and may bo attributed to a de- 
crease in the volume of trade of tho Pro- 
vince. We explained a few days ago, 
that while tlio exports of every other re- 
source showed an increase in 137(1 the 
gold exportation^ had fallen off consider- 
ably ; and as wo see by the returns that 
tho decrease is not confiuod to a few urii- 
olo.s, but is spread over tho whole list, we 
naturally infer that in tho falling off in 
the geld production will bo found the real 
cause of the shrinkage in imports. Tho 
number of horned cattle imported during 
1875 has been greatly reduced by the re- 
ceipt of '20(!0 head from tho interior of the 
Province at Victoria. The value of im- 
ports from Eastern Canada for the year 
ending 30th June, 1875, was 8112,000, 
against 8120,000 during the correspond- 
ing period of 1870. The receipts < f Ca- 
nadian goods at this port during tho last 
half of 1870 show a marked increase, be- 
ing 886,064 90, or at the rate of §172,000 
for the whole year.

Docs He Mean the Pacific Railway ? 



At a dinner given at Toronto in honor 
of tho Governor-General, His Excellency 
dropped the following significant roruark: 

"Gentlomen, hero 1 must bo permitted 
to sav that I CONSIDER IT AS NO 
SMALL PART OF MY GOOD FOB- 
TUNE THAT MY CONNECTION WITH 
CANADA SHOULD HAVE OCCUR- 
RED AT A MOMENT WHEN PROBAB- 
LY SHE IS IN THE ACT OF MAKING 
ONE OF THE GREATEST STRIDES 
TOWARDS THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF HER PRESTIGE, STABILITY, 
AND IMPORTANCE WHICH HAS 
HITHERTO BEEN RECORDED IN 
HER HISTORY. (Clioors.) Even a 
casual observer cannot have failed to 
mark the decisive manner in which she is 
gradually asserting her position as one of 
tho most important communities in the 
civilized world. (Great applause.) This 
circumstance has had a very visible effect 
both upon tho public opinion of England 
aud of the United States. In spite of that 
preoccupation with their own affairs 
natural to all communities, Canada on 
several occasions has not merely attracted 
the sympathies but has compelled the ad- 
miration and attention of the thinking 
men of both couutries, Her school sys- 
tem, her federal arrangements, her muni- 
cipal institutions, her maritime roguln- 
tions, have repeatedly been cited in recent 
years by English statesmen of authority 
ami distinction as worthy of imitation." 

Speculation was rife at Ottawa and To- 
ronto when tlio mail left as to what His 
Excellency foreshadowed by his remark, 
and public opinion pointed towards the 
construction of the Pacific Railway with 
Imperial aid, Perhaps Lord Carnarvon's 
dispatch will explain tho meaning of a 
remark that is at present involved in 
douht. 

The Czar's Retraction. 



London, 'Jan. 30. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Timet, in a letter of 
January 22J, says the Czar's Moscow 
speech certainly remains unqualified by 
any Inter declaration, [but at tho same 
it is ovident, judging by tho tono of tho 
secretary at St. Petersburg and Moscow 
us well as that of public opinion in gener- 
al, that this famous speech, although not 
ollicially ret i acted , is virtually withdrawn. 
The argument adduced by members of 
the Russian society in justification of this 
course is that Europe having interfered, 
and tho conforence having failed, Russia, 
notwithstanding what the Emperor said 
at Moscow, is relieved from individual 
responsibility, With regard to the pre- 
paration of tho army in Bessarabia, mob- 
ilization has failed and the army is in 
anything but a satisfactory condition. 
Having lived in this country during tho 
whole course of the present ciisis, and 
having carefully watched both here and 
at .Moscow the bearing and drift of pub- 
lic opinion, I unhesitatingly declare my 
conviction that tho Emperor desires to 
havo any excuse for not going to war.
